S i r , — T h e aeal with which I have endea- 
voured to preferve the harmony and good 
underftanding betwixt Spain and the United 
Ssates, bas caufcd me to read with particular 
regret, thre nrticls of the PrcTident's Mcffcgc 
fent to Congrefs the 3d wi\. refpci^ing tue 
political relations betwixt the United States 
and the king, my matter. 
As in the expoii- 
tîon to which 1 allude, there exiil, 
i» my 
opinion, fevcral miftakes of a delicate and im- 
portant tendency, although I rei»dcr to the 
Prcfidcnt dre juilice, in regard to the m«. 
tives which may have caufed this apparent 
want of corrcdncfs ; yet my charaftcr im- 
pofcs on me the taik of entering in:o an ex- 
smination oF fame of 
demoiiftrutiug, that 
inic.niaticii, 
tranflacions, they appccr, in fomc caics, not 
altogether con-tO., 


In the article of the Prefident's «cîT-î j e 
relative to Spain, after mentioning that the 
négociations for the fcttlcment of the exiit- 
ing dirSerenccs hsd not had a fatisfailory if- 
fua, he fays, 
Spoliations during the for- 
mer war, for fiiiich Îhc bad forar-lly ac- 
knov/icdged hcrfclf rcfponfiolc, li<ive been rc- 
fuicd to be compenfaied, but on conditions 
affe^l:ing other claims, in no xuiss connceted 
with them. 
Yet the fanjc prafticcs are nc- 
newcd in the prefcnt war, and sre already of 
great amount." 
It is very well known, that 
in a Hate of war, there csiÎ*?, and will pro- 
bably ever exifit, a certain auufe of forcc 
confided to fubalîern hands. 
Even the U- 
nitid State» thcmfclvci have not been an ex- 
ception to this geîicrftî rule ; ahd durii-g ihe 
(îiort period of hoitilUics with Francc, in 
1793, notwithstanding no privateers were 
armed,'and th^t their protfftirg forces eon- 
fiflfd only of a 1 naîl number of frigaieg, 
ni-utrals experienced frnm them niany inju- 
ri'-s, vrcU autt»enticaied by the rumcrovis 
cliiifrs on this government by th-t ii-juicd 
pow«»rs, pfiijcipilly on the part of Denmark 
d Sweden.

and citiscns might have fulUin^d from of- 
ficers, or individuals of either, contrary to 
the right and laws of nations.

l 4tion, iimiUr to that of the fame nature in 
the treaty of friendihip, navigation and li. 
mits. concluded in 1795, 
scruputcusij 
complied with by my ffivereign, wonld now 
h wc ha^ the fame effeit by the ratification 
of the convention, had not an article been 
infcrtrd therein tending to impofe on Spain 
the obligation of a rcfponfihility both detri- 
mental and important in its rcfult, ai well 
as' unfupporied by reafon and juilice under 
the exiilin^ circumihnces.

repeatedly manilVHtd to the Aniericnn go- 
vernment its 
readinefs 
carry the laid 
ftifsuUtioh into effeA, whenever the article 
in tf'.e frfmc convention relative to the above- 
mentioned refponfibility, fhould cither be 
fuppreiled or altered in a manner more con- 
forajable to juflice', 
and has been fo far

which ths Captains and own?rx of Cud pri;:c3 
will take good car« to conceal ; bciiues, on 
this bead, the citizens of the Utiited Suues 
would receive that jufiice which they hav« 
already experienced on the fame fubjt dl, in 
virtue of the treaty of 1795. 
I cannot but 
obfffi'c, tkat although 1 had the honour of 
communiciting to you, fir, two months ago, 
that the (lri£tc(t injun€wiona had been given 
b^ the king, my niaflcr, not to interrupt 
the 
navigation of American citiiens, when em- 
ployed in lawful trade, no mention ia made 
by the Preiident: of this circmnflancc, 
as 
highly 
important 
in its 
efT^ils towards 
the American commerce, as i; is nfCfiFary 
to dcmoniUate his Juft and pacific inten- 
tions. 


Without any view to recrimination, I Hnd

American sailors violently forced from tlie 
ihclter of the fiag v.fhich ought to proteit 
thrm. and compelled to fight on board of 
Britiih (hips of v/aragaiiid the fu'. jtiis of 
the kit.jj, my maflcr. 
I cannot but call the
